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Russians Seize 


Key Rail Town 


In Ukraine Area 


LONDON, Thursday, March 23. 
(7)—The Red army hurled back 
the Germans at the southeastern 
end of the Ukrainian battleline— 
the Nazis’ easternmost extension 
in Russia—vyesterday by captur- 
ing the important fortified rail- 
way junction of Pervomaisk, driv- 
ing to the approaches of Vozne- 
sensk to the southeast and reach- 
ing a point eight miles from Nik- 
olaev on the Bug estuary, Mosocw 
announced eee 

On the northwestern end of the 
500-mile line a fierce pitched bat- 
tle with fresh German reserves 
flung in 
sulted in the 
tachments of two German guard 
divisions, the midnight Soviet 
commuhique said. 

More than 1,000 men were kill- 
ed and many prisoners and much 
booty captured in the battle, which 
the Russians located as near Pod- 
ramchye. Podzamchye, 13 miles 
east of Brody in old Poland, was 
reported captured last Sunday. 


HUNDREDS DROWN 
The late bulletin, ‘recorded by 
the Soviet monitor, said hundreds 
of Germans were drowned in the 
' Bug river when the Russians, in 
a two-day battle, cracked. care- 
fully erected German defenses 
sround Pervomaisk. Moving in 
from the east and the south the 
Russians pinned the German gar- 
rison against the river and wiped 
out those who tried to hold on. 
Much war material and many 
prisoners were reported taken. 

Pervomaisk {fs an important for- 
tified railway junction which has 
been protecting the German with- 
drawal from the southern Ukraine. 

To the outheast the iets | 
“engaged the enemy on 
proaches of Voznesensk,” rt sel 
tion on the Odessa-Cherkasy rail- | 
way, 85 miles northeast of Odes- 
sa. One of the hamlets reported 
captured was Alexandrovka, | 
miles north of Voznesensk. 

The Russians closed in on Niko- 
laev from the north, east and 
touth and had the Nazi defenders 
pinned back against the wide es- 
tuary of the Bug river. Soviet | 
troops pushing up from the south | 
captured the town of Balabanovka, | 
eight miles from Nikolaev’s out- 
skirts. it was announced in the 
Moscow daily communique, 
corded by the Soviet monitor.

The fall of Pervomaisk was an- 
nounced by Premier Stalin in an 
order of the day in which he de- 
scribed the town as “a powerful!

time a town of 50,000, Pervomaisk | 


lies 100 miles northwest of Niko- 
laev and 120 miles north by 
Odessa. In recent days it has been 
a stubbornly-held position at the 
elbow of the Germans’ extreme 
southern front, holding off Rus- 
tians who have been trying to 
drive southward and westward. 

The town was one of two main | 
Nari bastions on the eastern bank | 

of the Bug barring the approach | 
to Nikolaev and Odessa. The oth- 
er isc Vosnesensk 40 miles to the 
south, and when that falls the Rus- 
sians will have a relatively clear 
path to both Black sea cities. 

The daily bulletin said several | 
populated places were taken in a 
continuing advance westward in 
Poland toward the large city of! 
Lwow. More towns were retaken 
in advances southwestward and 
southward from the Vinnitsa and 
Zhmerinka areas, and the

The Germans reported also that 
the Russians were attacking to | 
the north in the region of the Pol- 
ish town of Brody, where the Red 
army is only 50 miles east of the 
big city of Lwow. 

Berlin also reported that the So- 
viet command was setting the 
stage for a concentrated blow in 
the region of Narva in Estonia 
far to the north, declaring that

The Berlin station said in a 
broadcast shortly after midnight 
that “strong British bomber for- 
mations tonight bombed places in 
the Rhineland.” This enemy report 
was promptly confirmed in Lon- 
don, with identification of Frank- 
furt as the major objective. Amer- 
ican heavy bombers had attacked 
the Frankfurt area Monday. 

The American daylight attack 
yesterday on Berlin was the fifth 
in 19 days and the heavy bombers 
were estimated to have dropped

The lack of aerial resistance 
was reflected in the announce- 
ment, which, instead of telling of 
the shooting down of dozens of 
Nazi fighters, said only that ‘one 
heavy bomber taking off from an 
airfield was destroyed by our 
fighters.”

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Army Switches 
36. 000 ‘Fliers’ 
To Ground Jobs 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—(/) 


Confronted with unfilled draft 
/quotas and a general shortage of 
'ground forces, the Army announc- 
today the transfer to’ ground 
‘duty of 36,000 young men who 
had been earmarked for air train- 
ing. 

Meantime, a high military of- 
ficial reported that draft boards 
had been failing for 13 months to 
meet the calls of the armed forces 
and asserted that “the time has 
arrived when we must have the 
fighting men we need.” 

This statement was the latest 
development in a tug of war be- 
‘tween the armed forces and in- 
idustry and agriculture for the 
services of thousands of young 
men under 27, An aviation in- 
dustry official countered with a 
claim that blanket cancellations of 
draft deferments granted the 
young men would cripple war- 
necessary airlines. 


“RESERVE” ABANDONED 


Plans for congressional inquiries 
into charges that the draft has 
been used as a lever to force 
farmers into the government agri- 
culture program gave the situation 
a new twist. 

The Army Air Forces also an- 
nounced the suspension of enlist- 
ments of 17-year-olds in its enlist- 
ed reserve, saying that under the 
circumstances it is inadvisable to 
hold a reserve beyond immediate 
requirements, It was announced, 
however, that air force applica-

AirLineGrowth 
Seen by Pogue 


A postwar. world, in which 
planes will help win peacetime 
battles of production and com- 
merce as they now help win the 
battles against the Axis, is pre- 
dicted by L. Welch Pogue, chair- 
man of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board, of Washington, D. C., who 
was in Atlanta: yesterday.

Lower Immigration Bar 


To Jews, Solon Suggests 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—(/P) 
Representative Dickstein, Demo- 
crat, New York, suggested today 
that America lower all immigra- 
tion bars to Jewish refugees from 
Nazi Europe as long as Britain 
forbids their entry into Palestine. 


The emprie plans to shut off 
free migration into Palestine 
March 31. The senate has adopt- 
ed a resolution urging that this 
ban be lifted and the House For- 
eign Affairs Committee voted this 
week to table the proposal be- 
cause military authorities, bearing 
in mind the attitude of the Arabs, 
opposed any stand on that subject 
now. 

Dickstein said he had not yet de- 
cided whether he would ask a dis- 
charge petition to force the resolu- 
tion from the foreign committee 
but that he might. 

In the meantime, he said, he 
may demand action by the house 
on his bill that would permit the 
European refugees to enter the 
United States. 

“They should be allowed to 
come here until six months after 
the war ends,” he said, “and then 
we can go into the problem of 
what should be done.”

It believes that able- 
bodied veterans should be com- 
pensated for their period of serv- 
ice away from civilian life through 
a bonus, and that this should end 
the matter once and for all. 

3. The GI bill would be admin- 
istered by the Veterans Adminis- 
tration, and the DAV fears that 
the load would be so crushing as 
'to make it impossible for the Vet-

effectively for the benefit of the 
disabled veterans, its chief duty.

Testimony by William Schley 
Howard, prominent Atlanta attor- 
ney, that Naomi Reid and Ray- 
mond Rouser, Negroes, had been

He said the jail- 
er showed the girl’s back, which 
was a “solid mass of bruises from 
the shoulders to knees,” and that 
her face was swollen and bruised 
and she had “an incision across 
her left wrist.” 

Howard did not attempt to 
name the person or persons who

While Point-Cost Is Low

Breakfast bacon at one point a 
pound is one of today’s best meat 
buys. And, though bacon is usu- 
ally thought of as a breakfast 
meat, it certainly need not be re-| 
stricted to the breakfast menu.

Barrymore returned to America 
that autumn. Here he obtained 
some additional backing and then 
went again to London, to live at 
No. 2 Cheyne Walk, Chelsea. He 
and the faithful Constance Collier 
started off once more in search 
of a theater for Hamlet. It be- 
came an obsession with him now, 
the giving of this play in England. 
Constance Collier thinks he was 
so stubbornly set upon this ven- 
ture because of the opposition he 
had met. 

“IT now persuaded Jack to let 
me do most of the negotiations,” 
she said. “I talked to Mr. Frede- 
rick Harrison, lessee and manager 
of the Haymarket theater, and 
fortunately I got the contracts 
drawn up before Jack met that 
very conservative and dignified 
gentleman. Mr. Harrison had a 
production coming on, but there 
was an intervening period of six 
weeks, and he was glad to get 
his rent paid.” 

Miss Collier, on January 24, 
1925, took Barrymore to No. 91, 
Bishopsgate, the offices of Foss 
Productions, Ltd., controllers of 
the Haymarket. This was _ the 
theater in the foyer of which his 
own father long ago had found 
the stage-name, Maurice Barry- 
more, in an old playbill, and after- 
ward where he had appeared as 
an actor. 

Constance introduced Jack to 
the reserved Mr. Harrison. “Jack 
started conversing very well,” 
says she, “but gradually sank into 
that tough voice. Mr. Harrison’s 
face was a study, but it was too 
the Haymarket directors al- 
ready had put their names to the 
contract!

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Seventeen Points 

Secretary of State Cordell Hull’s statement on 17 points of 
American foreign policy for the postwar world should go far to 
answer those critics of the administration who have complained 
of lack of definiteness in this country’s public announcements 
of its war objectives. 

There can be no complaint about the Hull statement itself. 
It is as definite as possible at a time when a warring world is in 
flux. It outlines the broad objectives and reaffirms those articles 
of American faith in liberty for all men which are the rock founda- 
tion of this nation’s world desire. 

Some of the principal significance of the statement is found 
in those paragraphs which call on all who love liberty to fight 
for it. This is seen as a direct appeal to the oppressed peoples 
of occupied lands, both in Europe and in Asia, to arise and aid 
the liberating armies of the Allies when the proper moment 
comes. 

The statement also concedes that some peoples are not yet 
ready for complete self-government. He pointed out the obligation 
which rests upon all nations to demonstrate ability to decently 
govern themselves and to live among their neighbor nations at 
peace, There is clear reference here to the future status of the 
Axis nations. It is obvious they must be rigidly controlled by 
some form of international authority, backed by ample force, 
until such time as the .honesty of their promises to keep the 
peace is unquestioned, 

The Hull statement serves useful purpose at this time and 
it should be, as were Wilsons famous “Fourteen Points,” reiterated 
by written word and radio broadcast until all the world, including 
the enemy, is familiar with it. 

Then, unlike the Wilson program, Hull’s seventeen points must 
be made a component part of international affairs when man 
starts the awesome job of rebuilding his world and his civilization.

A Good Suggestion 

The Constitution set off, with its editorials urging an increase 
in the salaries of teachers in Georgia’s common schools, a great 
deal of comment on the part of press and public. 

There was simultaneously inaugurated, and it is of this that 
we are most proud, a great deal of serious contemplation of the 
various phases and foibles of our governmental problems, especially 
as regards taxation and Georgia’s current fiscal dilemma, 

Many suggestions, not all good or practical, have been made. 

One of the best, in our opinion, is contained in this week’s 
lead editorial in Editor R. E. Hamilton's Dalton News. 

“Anyone who suggests that it would be a good thing to look 
into the matter of tax valuations stirs up a hornet’s nest of angry 
property owners,” it declares, “But we believe that the teachers 
and schools of Georgia lose thousands of dollars annually because 
of our present system. The teachers might look into that matter 
and use their influence to revise our tax assessment system and 
get all the property on the tax books on a fair and equitable basis 
throughout the state.” 

With that, or rather with the need of fair and equitable assess- 
ments, we heartily agree. We are convinccd that it is the county 
officials, civic clubs, local newspapers, and interested citizens who, 
rather than the teachers, should take the lead in the matter. 
But that, of course, is only incidental. 

The main thing is that, through such a program of adjusted 
assessments, might well come at least a partial answer to the 
problem of inadequate teacher salaries. And even if it didn’t, 
certainly no one can argue but that, in far too many of our 
counties, the assessment system has been much abused and long 
in need of overhauling. } 

Georgians, all of whom are agreed that something must be 
done to insure better salaries for teachers, are giving the ways 
and means thereof serious study. 

And suggestions—good, practical suggestions like this of the 
Dalton News—are forthcoming. 

It is a healthy and encouraging sign.

Trappist Monks 
Both Work and Pray 


Georgia yesterday received its first Trappist 
Monks. 

Members of this ancient order are farmers. 
They live off what they produce, Their motto 
has been, through the centuries since the establishment of their 
order, “Work and Pray.” 

They are a decided addition to Georgia’s future, especially in 
the field’of agriculture. 

They are located some’ six miles from Conyers on a 1,465-acre 
tract purchased from Mercer Harbin, at one time engaged locally 
in the numbers racket. (Georgians will smile, recalling that 


Atlanta’s mew Catholic cathedral replaced the old Klan head- 


quarters.) 

And there will be elie improvements. 

There will be built, as soon as conditions permit, a splendid 
monastery. On the land will be placed one of the finest dairy herds 
in the south. From the land will come, once their farm is in pro- 
duction, magnificent cheese, rivaling any made in Europe. Their 
specialty is a cheese of the famous “Port Salut” type, somewhat 
milder than the well-known “Oka” type cheese produced by Monks 
in Canada. Butter will also be another product of the farm. They 
will rafse some pigs and some poultry. These will be, with the 
exception of the eggs, sold on the market to ald operating expenses. 

They will practice the best agricultural methods. They will add 
to the wealth of the state. They will set high standards for their 
own particular products. They will add, for their own people, 
spiritual values to the community and state. 

Georgia welcomes them as a valued addition to the life and 
work of the state. 


REAL WORKERS This is an old, and interesting order. They 

take a vow of silence, of poverty and of 
chastity. One entering the order must spend two years on pro- 
bation before beginning a novice, and three years as a novice be- 
fore becoming a priest in the order. 

The vow of silence is a perpetual one. One member of the order 
is appointed to do the speaking in matters of trade and a guest 
master is appointed who speaks with visitors. 

Their day begins at 4 o’clock each morning. There is then the 
divine office, which consists of the repeating of certain psalms and 
prayers. Mass follows this rite. Then comes breakfast and by 
sunup the brothers are about their tasks. 

The meals all are meatless and the year has periods of fasting. 
They live entirely off the products of their fields. 

It is not an easy life, consisting entirely of hard work, medi- 
tation and prayer. 

This move to Georgia establishes the fourth such monastery in 
this country. It is the only one south of Kentucky, where there 
is a monastery dating back to 1840, 

Visitors are welcome. The present unit is not yet ready, of 
course, to receive visitors. There are but 20 men there, 10 priests, 
three clerics (the last step before becoming priests) and seven lay 
brothers. They now are living in quarters in the barn, with a 
kitchen set up in a grain house on the farm. They hope to be 
received quietly. 

Work on the monastery will begin as soon as organization per- 
mits. Most of the work will be done by the Monks. There will 
be 40 of them there within a few weeks.

learn that one reason for the move to 


Georgia was the fact that the order is growing. 

It always has attracted men who tired of the hurry and bustle 
of life and its reeords include the names of many men who occu- 
pied high positions in business and professional life who gave 
them up to enter the order and live away from the world. Business- 
men, physicians, lawyers and others have left highly lucrative 
practices and jobs to spend the remainder of their lives in silence, 
prayer, and hard, manual labor. 

It is not surprising that many soldiers have written from many 
theaters of war, applying for admission when the war is done, or 
asking how’ one may become a member. The letters speak of 
disillusionment and of confusion; of a desire to leave violence and 
death behind and enter upon a life which is hard, with no worldly 
pleasures, but which assures one time for meditation, prayer and 
productive work. 

The established monasteries have always had many curious 
visitors who came to spend a day or so, accepting the same fare 
as the monks. The limit for a visitor is two weeks. Many later 
returned to become probationers. 


Once the monastery is completed, visitors will be welcome at 
the hospice. Somehow, even now, they would find a place in the 
barn for any visitor, because hospitality is one of the rules of 
their order. 

They are an interesting, and valuable, addition to the economic 
and spiritual life of Georgia.

It could quite as well be classéd as 

a large pond. It is a favorite picnic and holiday 

spot. It is beautifully located, surrounded by 

woodlands, The only feature to criticize is the habit of some of 

those who visit there of leaving scraps of paper and other un- 
sightly relics of the lunches they have consumed. 

I recall this from a visit or two paid to that lake when I was 
a young boy. My mother’s old home was in Staffordshire, not far 
away from the lake, 

Now, to properly begin the story, go back to a year shortly 
before the outbreak of the War Between the States. It was in that 
year that two young English people, a boy and girl, first met. The 
scene of their meeting was the shore of this little lake in Stafford- 
shire. 

Later the boy and girl married and lived in India, whére the 
boy was employed in the Indian Educational Service. He was a 
sculptor and author, too. 

This couple had a baby, a boy. And, remembering the little 
Staffordshire lake where they first met, they named their son for 
the lake. The family name was Kipling and the lake, of course, 
was Rudyard Lake. 


A NEWSPAPERMAN Rudyard Kipling was taken to Eng- 


land when five years old and there left 
with relatives wRile he received his education. Then he returned 
to his parents in India and went into the newspaper business. His 
father got him a job on the editorial staff of the Lahore Civil and 
Military Gazette. Five years later he became assistant editor of 
the Pioneer, a newspaper published at Allahabad. It was here he 
began writing the verse and short stories which were later to 
bring him fame. His first verses were written to fill odd spots in 
the columns of his paper. 

But the point to be noted is that it was because of the odd 
assortment of characters he mct through his newspaper work that 
Kipling became such a versatile depicter of types and characters 
in every walk of Indian life. 

Talking of that newspaper office, he said it attracted “every 
conceivable sort of person, from respectable army officers and mis- 
sionaries, down to inventors of ‘unbreakable swords’ and every 
dissolute ruffian that ever tramped the Grand Trunk road.” 

Newspaper offices of today are a lot like those of Kipling’s 
time in India, at least in so far as the variety of characters to be 
met in them is concerned, 

A list of visitors for one week would astonish persons in more 
routined lines of endeavor. Which means that every reporter has 
the same opportunity for character knowledge that Kipling built 
his genius on. 


IN THE UNITED STATES Kipling first visited the United 
. States in 1889, seeking a pub- 
lisher. He was unsuccessful and this may have been responsible 
for some rather unkind things he wrote, for his paper in Alla- 
habad, about this country. 

He was a student of anthropology and once, while staying at a 
hotel in San Francisco, amused his companions by telling from 
which sections of Africa the ancestors of the Negro waiters there 
He did it by observing the shapes of their skulls. 

It was after this visit, in 1890, that Kipling jumped into world- 
wide fame. At this time he was staying in London and it is to 
be presumed English publishers were more responsive to his work 
than American. Anyway, it was there he won his first recogni- 
tion, outside of India, as an author. 

Kipling married an American girl and they lived for four years 
in Vermont. Afterwards, though, he made his permanent home 
in a little English village in Sussex. 

Critics say that Kipling was essentially a short story writer. 
Even his full-length novels, such as “The Light That Failed,” “Kim,” 
“Captains Courageous,” etc., they say are basically short stories 
in longer form, 

This may be true. Certainly, half his charm is his ability to 
condense, into a few words, descriptions of men and places in vivid 
outline. 

Perhaps his addiction to the short story form may be traced 
to his early newspaper training, when he had to fit.his work into 
scant space. Anyway, it is probably true that no other story teller 
was ever able to put so much as Kipling into so little space

Rough and rebellious Bill Jack, 
the firm’s organizational genius 
and mouthpiece, moved a complete 
industrial display to Washington, 
rented the ballroom of the May- 
flower hotel, and invited the whole 
of congress to dinner. He stated 
frankly that he wanted tod show 
them why he shouldn’t be renego- 
tiated. Some of the congressmen 
were outraged. Many didn’t ac- 
cept his invitation. Some did. 
His status evidently wasn’t altered, 
Some felt that if he could even 
fling such a show, he ought to be 
renegotiated without further evi- 
dence, 

This is the most spectacular lo- 
cal example of the national prob- 
lem of renegotiation and it high- 
lights the claim of many that a 
firm has a right to park some of 
its profits as a postwar life raft. 
The rebuttal is that any such prof- 
its are nothing but combines from 
the public’s war taxes, that they 
were given to further the public 
war effort, not to help a private 
firm stay in bigger and better busi. 
ness, that the private firm, post- 
war, should finance itself as pri- 
vate firms always have, through 
a bank, and that if 5 per cent can 
come off the top now, the cost of 
producing war goods should be re- 
duced by that much. 

That seems to be only common 
sense, too, although the antirene- 
gotiators ask where all the jobs 
are going to come from if they are 
forced to reduce to former size, 
or to gamble closely with the 
banks riding herd? 


Concerned 

The local night clubs and gin 
asylums are concerned about the 
30 per cent tax which they, or 
‘somebody, must pay after April 
1, and one courageous operator 
evidently cues a phase of local 
living when he states publicity:

Ramspeck, Russell 


Convinced FDR To Win 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—It is worth while 


noting that two of the most political-minded 

* members of the Georgia delegation in congress— 

| Senator Richard B. Russell and Representative 

eer aaiiieck.—ons both agreed that there is nothing in the 

present outlook to cast the slightest doubt on the re-election of 
President Roosevelt to a fourth term. 

Unlike some of their Democratic colleagues who see tough sled- 
ding ahead in view of the unmistakable Republican trend of the 
past two years, these two Georgia members have lost none of their 
faith in the President’s ability to sway the coming election. 


As Senator Russell sees it, two factors may be counted on to 
work very much in the President’s favor. The first is the tradi- 
tional opposition of the American people to turning a man out of 
office—whether he be constable or chief executive—when he is 
acknowledged to be doing an acceptable job. This will be all the 
more of a force in the campaign, he believes, since it will be linked 
with the issue of not changing commanders-in-chief in the midst 
of a war. 

The second factor is the inevitable contrast that will be drawn 
between Mr. Roosevelt and the type of opponent the Republicans 
seem certain of putting up against him. 


DEWEY MOST LIKELY As of the present writing, Gover- 


nor Thomas E. Dewey, 42-year-old 
executive of the state of New York, looms as the most likely Re- 
publican nominee. Or, if Dewey is not nominated, the ensting 
deadlock between him and Wendell L. Willkie will tend to kill both 
of them off and open the way for the selection of some more color- 
less hand-picked candidate. 

In either event, the Republican nominee seems certain to suffer 
heavily in contrast with the greater maturity, the record and the 
prestige of the President. 

The Georgia senator thinks this will be a deciding factor with 
the millions of indepehdent voters of the country who, he be- 
lieves, will insist on a continuation of the war program as it has 
thus far been conducted, 

On that basis, he predicts that Mr. Roosevelt, assuming that he 
is the party nominee, will be overwhelmingly re-elected. All re- 
cent Republican trends are meaningless, he declares, in relation to 
the presidential campaign. 

Representative Ramspeck, whose post of majority whip of the 
house enables him to keep a hand on the political pulse of the 
country much closer than many of his colleagues, agrees with Sen- 
ator Russell's analysis of the situation, but points to still other 
factors to support his forecast of another Roosevelt landslide. 


Republicans who have become highly optimistic over the strik- 
ing gains registered by the party in 1942 tend to ignore what hap- 
pened in 1938, the last previous off-year election, he reminds. Then 
the Republicans came back from the debacle of 1936 with impres- 
sive victories, winning some 80 seats in the ‘house and making 
heavy inroads on the large Democratic majority in the senate. 

But the 1938 victory proved to be barren of any meaning so 
far as the 1940 presidential election was concerned. Mr. Roose- 
velt, went on to win by another whopping majority, despite the 
handicap of the third-term issue. 


THE LESSON The lesson apparent from all of this, Repre- 

sentative Ramspeck says, is that Mr. Roosevelt 
is much stronger than his own party. Hence, the off-year elections 
of 1942 and the special elections which the Democrats have lost 
since then, are by no means indicative of the sentiment of the 
country as regards the President. 

This seems to be borne out well enough, as Mr. Ramspeck points 
out, by the last poll taken on the presidential situation by Fortune 
magazine, which long has enjoyed the best record of accuracy among 
the poll-takers. Last year the magazine made a survey which 
showed that Mr. Roosevelt was even stronger than he was in 1940. 
And that, it should be noted, came shortly after the Democrats had 
lost so many seats to the Republicans in the house in the 1942 
elections. 

Another factor which Mr. Ramspeck insists should not be passed 
over lightly is the very low vote that has been cast in all of the 
elections since 1940. Some of these elections, which have been 
hailed as Republican victories, have brought forth no more than 
20 or 30 per cent of the normal vote. 

As he interprets the situation, most of this vote in recent elec- 
tions was a protest vote. People with irritations over wartime 
restrictions would be more likely to go to the polls to voice their 
opposition than others more complacent. A _ presidential election 
will be certain to bring a normal outpouring, with the protest vote 
relegated to its proper position. 

Viewed in this light, Representative Ramspeck feels that there 
is nothing disturbing about the recent Republican victories As 
far as political and war events can be foreseen, he and Senator 
Russell are of the opinion that there is nothing on the horizon now 
to offer a serious challenge to the fourth term.

WILL WRITTEN IN 1827 

However, he was writing his 
will in 1827, at the age of 75, and 
he must have been in Georgia 
some 30 years before that, for 
other records’ show his buying 
land and lending money in Frank- 
lin county in the 1790's. It could 
be he forgot all about it, and the 
famous blow was merely immor- 
talized as a saying. 

However, if he was the Billy 
Patterson who was struck, it is lit- 
tle to be wondered at that nobody 
would admit it, for he was quite 
a big shot in his time, and smack- 
ing him would have been about 
the same as creeping up behind 
Henry Ford, say, or the late J. P. 
Morgan, and pasting him one.

Sailors Aboard 
LST Have Good 
Food, Hot Baths 


WITH THE ALLIED BEACH- 
HEAD FORCES IN ITALY—(By 
Wireless)—-The sailors aboard an 
LST (landing ship tank) have the 
same outlook on life that the aver- 
age soldier overseas has. That is, 
they devote a good part of their 
conversation to home, and to when 
they may get there. 

They are pretty veteran’ by 
now, and have been under fire a 
lot. They’ve served the 


zio. They know a gun fired in 
anger when they hear one. 


On the whole, although the boys | 


who man these beachhead supply 
ships are frequently in great dan- 
ger, they do live fairly comforta- 
bly. Their food is good, their 
quarters are fair, and they have 
such facilities as hot baths, new 
magazines, candy, hot meals, and 
warmth. 

The sailors sleep in folding 
bunks with springs and mattresses. 
The officers sleep in cabins, two 
or so to a cabin, the same as on 
bigger ships. 

An LST isn’t such a glorious 
ship to look at—it is neither sleek 
nor fast nor impressively big— 
and yet it is a good ship and the 
crews aboard LSTs-are proud of 
them. 


The LSTs are great rollers—the 
sailors say “they’ll even roll in 
drydock.” They have flat bottoms

The boys say that in a really heavy 


ship twist, like a monster turning 
its head. It isn’t an optical illu- 
sion, either, but a result of the 
“give” in these ships. 

The sailors say that when they 
run across a sand-bar the ship 
seems to work its way across like 
an inchworm, proceeding forward 
section by section. 


The LST has handled every 
conceivable type of wartime cargo. 
It has carried a whole shipload of 
fused shells, the most dangerous 
kind. Among the soldiers of many 
nationalities that my LST had car- 
rier, the crew found the Indian 
troops of Jahore the most interest- 
ing. The Indians were friendly, 
and as curious as children. The 
Americans like them. In fact, I’ve 
found that Americans like prac- 
tically anybody who is halfway 
friendly. 

The Indian soldiers base prac- 
tically every action on their re- 
ligion. They brought their own 
food ,and it had to be cooked by 
certain of their own people. 

They made sort of pancake out 
of flour that was full of weevils 
and worms. But it was sacred, and 
if an American cook tried to help 
out and touched the pan, the 
whole panful had to be thrown 
away. 

Even going to the toilet was a 
religious ritual with them. They 
carried special toilet-seat covers 
previously cleansed by some prop- 
er person, and would no more 
think of using an*unflushed toilet 
than you would think of commit- 
ting murder. 

Captain Joseph Kahrs told me 
of one touching incident that hap- 
pened when the Indian troops 
were put ashore. One of them had 
fallen ill and had to be taken back 
to Africa. 

He was the only Indian left on 
the ship. The tragedy of his piti- 
ful case was that the poor unfor- 
tunate was caught without a sa- 
cred toilet seat, and he had dys- 
entery.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—() 
Texas and Vermont today joined 
the minority of states which have 
informed President Roosevelt they 
will allow use of supplementary 
federal ballots for the armed 
forces in the November election. 

The President has been polling 
the governors on the soldier vote 
problem to help him determine 
whether to approve or veto a serv- 
ice vote bill now on his desk. 

The newest returns showed that 
the governors of Tennessee, Mich- 
igan, Wyoming and Oregon had in- 
dicated there was little chance 
that their states would authorize 
use of federal blanks. 

That left only the governor of 
South Carolina still to report. 

Mr. Roosevelt, who has until the 
end of the month to act on the 
service vote measure, called for 
copies of all the telegrams re- 
ceived from governors up to noon 
today and aides said he was be- 
ginning his study leading up to a 
decision on the legislation. 

This was the way the tabulation 
stood today:

A jury of seven women and five 
men, most of whom appeared to 
be in their forties and some in 
their graying or balding fifties and 
sixties, was selected today to try 
54-year-old Charlie Chaplin on a 
Mann act indictment.
